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ICE  CREAli  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  May  vas  estimated  at  65, 320; 000 
gallons;  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  \;as  1 percent  more  than  in  May  I961 
and  3 percent  larger  than  the  195^”^0  average  for  the  month.  Compared  vith  April; 
production  advanced  I3  percent  this  year,  compared  vith  21  percent  at  this  time  a 
year  earlier,  and  I5  percent  on  the  average  in  the  195^-60  period.  Temperatures 
averaged  warmer  than  normal  in  May  in  almost  the  entire  country  from  the  eastern 
Rocky  Mountain  States-  east-vrard  except  Montana,  western  and  northern  North  Dakota, 
and  New  England. 

Compared  with  May  I96I,  an  8-percent  decrease  in  the  important  North  Atlantic 
Region  almost  offset  gains  in  all  the  remaining  regions  of  the  country.  Production 
dropped  I5  percent  in  New  York  and  8 percent  in  Pennsylvania.  Increases  by  regions 
varied  from  9 percent  in  the  South  Central  States  to  1 percent  in  the  Pacific, i:here 
output  held  about  steady  in  California,  Production  was  5 percent  larger  in  the  East 
North  Central  States.  All  other  regions  showed  gains  of  6 percent-.  Decreases 
occ^irred  in  all  states  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  except  Massachusetts  and 
Connecticut.  Important  ice-cream  producing  states  showing  decreases  in  the  remain- 
der of  the  country  were  Illinois,  Iowa,  Nebraska,  West  Virginia,  Louisiana,  and 
Oregon. 


Compared  with  the  5 -year  average  for  May,  ice  cream  production  was  larger  in 
all  regions  except  the  North  Atlantic,  where  it  was  8 percent  smaller.  Production 
was  up  4 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  States  and  11  percent  in  the  East  North 
Central.  Output  was  9 percent  larger  in  the  South  Central  States  and  10  percent 
greater  in  the  South  Atlantic.  Increases  in  the  West  were  6 percent  in  the  Pacific 
States  and  12  percent  in  the  Mountain.  Production  was  13  percent  less  in  both  New 
York  and  Pennsylvania,  but  was  7 percent  more  in  California.  Increases  were  shown 
in  all  other  important -producing  states  except  New  Jersey,  Ohio,  Iowa,  West  Virginia, 
Georgia,  Louisiana,  and  Oregon.

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ICE  MILK  PRODUCTION 

Production  of  ice  miHc  in  the  United  States  in  May  totaled  17,790^000  gallons, 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  vas  l6  percent  more  than  in  May  I96I  and 
36  percent  larger  than  the  I956-60  average  for  the  month.  Output  gained  29  percent 
between  April  and  May  this  year,  compared  with  3^+  percent  at  this  time  last  year 
and  27  percent  on  the  average  in  the  preceding  9 -year  period.  Total  January-IIay 
production  this  year,  of  5^;  575 ^000  gallons,  was  up  1*7  percent  from  the  total  a 
year  earlier  and  39  percent  from  the  I956-6O  average. 

Compared  with  May  a year  earlier,  production  was  less  in  the  North  Atlantic 
States,  while  it  was  more  in  all  the  other  regions.  Output  gained  seasonally  from 
April  in  all  regions  of  the  country.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


Sherbet  production  in  the  United  States  during  May  was  estimated  at  7,295,000 
gallons : fractionally  more  than  in  May  I961  and  1 percent  larger  than  the  195o-60 
average  for  the  month.  Output  gained  70  percent  from  April  to  May  this  year, 
compared  with  35  percent  at  this  time  last  year,  and  33  percent  on  the  average  in 
the  1956-60  period.  Cumulative  production  the  first  five  months  of  this  year  was 
7 percent  less  than  the  total  a year  earlier,  but  was  7 percent  more  than  the  5~ 
yoar  average  for  this  period. 

Compared  with  May  I961,  production  was  larger  in  all  regions  except  the  East 
North  Central,  where  it  va.s  sharply  smaller.  Seasonal  increases  occurred  in  all 
regions  except  the  pacific .

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"MELLORIIIE-TYPE”  FROZEN  DESSERTS  PRODUCTION 


The  nation's  output  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and 
oils  other  than  millifat  totaled  5,235,000  gallons  in  May,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board 
annomiced.  This  was  5 percent  more  than  in  May  I96I  and  33  percent  greater  than 
the  1956-60  average  for  the  month.  Production  in  the  first  five  months  of  this 
year,  totaling  19,935^000  gallons,  was  up  k percent  from  the  corresponding  period 
last  year  and  35  percent  from  the  5-yea-r  average. 

Output  gained  21  percent  from  April  to  May  this  year,  compared  with  23  percent 
last  year  and  I9  percent  on  the  average  in  the  I956-60  period.  Sharp  seasonal 
advances  were  shovm  in  all  producing  states. 

Compared  with  May  I96I,  production  decreased  in  South  Carolina,  Alahatna, 
Oklahoma  and  Oregon.  Output  was  unchanged  in  Texas.  Increases  occiirred  in  all 
otiier  important  Mellorine -producing  states.

UATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  water  ices  in  the  United  States  during  May  was  estimated  at 
835; 000  gallons  - I3  percent  greater  than  in  May  I96I  and  7 percent  more  than  the 
1956-60  average  for  the  month.  Output  advanced  59  percent  between  April  and  May 
this  year.  The  seasonal  increase  was  5^  percent  between  these  months  last  year  and 
h5  percent  between  the  5 -year  monthly  averages.  All  regions  showed  sharp  increases. 

Compared  'with  May  I96I,  water  ice  output  increased  in  all  regions  except  the 
West  North  Central,  where  it  decreased. 

Cumulative  output  the  first  5 months  of  this  year  ira,s  5 percent  more  than  in 
the  January-May  period  a year  earlier  and  6 percent  greater  than  average.
